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A novel about integration 


A FTER TWO excellent novels 
— The Hit and The Long 
Night — Julian Mayfield has writ- 
ten a third work of major power 
and dimension. The Grand Pa- 
rade.* Given a prodigious story- 
telling talent plus a theme as 
immediate as today’s headlines 
and a sizzling exposure of sin 
and corruption in what might 
be Any City, U.S.A., how can 
the book fail to be alive and ab- 
sorbing? The city, Gainesboro, 
Is a “border” town (actually, it 
might be Montgomery, Little 
Rock, New Orleans and a bit of 
Harlem rolled into one) , and the 
struggle for' school integration 
is the heart of the book and the 
center around which all its char- 
acters are polarized. 

Mayfield concentrates so 
xnuih into his canvas that it 
becomes an attempt to depict an 
entire social system at a time 
of upheaval.

fuses to turn informer; and his 
mistress, Patty Speed, queen of 
the numbers racket and a power 
in the Negro underworld, from 
whom he cannot disengage him- 
self. 

Mayfield’s sharply etched por- 
traits of the white know-noth- 
ings, fanatics, paranoids who are 
mobilized by the “White Pro- 
tection Council” are unforget- 
aole. The council’s Fuehrer is as 


deadly as a barracuda; smooth, 
silver-haired, silver-tongued, he 
transforms the embattled moth- 
ers of the town and the rabble 
without a cause into a howling, 
bloodthirsty mob. 

F OR EVERY WHITE sinner 
in the town there is a Negro 
counterpart. The author writes 
with stripped-down, almost pho- 
tographic power and naked 
frankness. Almost all of his char- 
acters harbor at least one awful 
skeleton; almost all are driven 
by the desire for political power, 
for money, for the safe berth 
and for social status. But the 
pulse of Mayfield’s own commit- 
ment to justice and decencfr can 
always be felt amid his iegret 
that his Negro brothers imust 
emulate the shoddy patterns of 
the society of which they are a 
disinherited part. 

Sometimes the book seems a 
little frightening in its expertise; 
a kind of O’Hara professionalism 
and sensationalism creep in here 
and there; and the effort to en- 
compass the lives of so many 
people robs some of them of 
their depth, particularly the 
women. Disturbing, too, is the 
somewhat cynical view of left- 
wing groups and their contribu- 
tion to the fight for equal rights, 
as well as Mayfield's failure to 
make enough note of the power 
and courage of the Negro strug- 
gle in the South right now, a 
struggle carried out not without 
the participation of some white 
friends. a’Y**

DETROIT — If I had the author- 
ity to give an award for the best 
article of 1961, I think I would 
give 'it to “Challenge to Negro 
Leadership — The Casp^gf Robert 
Williams” by Jul ian Mayfield,

-which appeared in the magazine 
Commentary in April 1961. 

Without any disrespect for The 
Militant, which printed many fine 
articles too, Mayfield’s was in my 
opinion unrivaled among those I 
read last year for excellence of 
style and serious handling of an 
important theme. . - 

In it Mayfield, author of three 
novels, told the story of Robert F. 
Williams and the movement he led 
in Monroe, N.C. That alone would 
make it worth reading, because it 
is a dramatic story. But Mayfield 
also related Williams and Monroe 
to their i national background, 
showing that they represented the 
emergence of a new young leader- 
ship offering a serious challenge to 
the middle- class legalistic and 
pacifist spokesmen in the struggle 
for Negro equality. 

For several months after May- 
field’s article appeared I kept tell- 
ing everyone who would listen that 
it was itself an important event in 
that struggle, and that no one 
could consider himself fully in- 
formed about current moods and 
trends in the Negro movement un- 
til ne had read it. 

After a few months, however, 
Commentary informed me that it 
had®run out of the reprints it had 
prepared of the article and that 


the April 1961 issue was all sold 
out. 

I then tried to get some people 
in Detroit to raise money and get 
permission from the author and 
magazine to reprint it as a pam- 
phlet and help give it further 
national circulation. For . various 
reasons this fell through. v . 

So I am now happy to report 
that I have just learned of the 
republication of the Mayfield ar- 
ticle in a readily accessible and 
inexpensive form. , 

A few months ago Ballantine 
Books, which in recent years has 
published many important paper- 
back books on civil liberties, peace 
and Cuba, put out a book called 
The Nonconformers — Articles of 
Dissent, edited by David Evanier 
and Stanley Silverzweig. 

This is a collection of articles 
from various periodicals, , mostly 
liberal, in 1960 and 1961. The very 
first article in the book, and the 
longest, is Mayfield’s. 

So the word should be spread, 
especially among those who have 
become interested in Monroe and 
Williams because of the frame-up 
“kidnap” trial involving them that 
is scheduled to take place this 
month.
